SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Young Girls Flesh 16 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine consists of 68 pages of colour photographs with minimal text. The 
photographs are of sexual activity which includes fellatio, cunnilingus and vaginal and 
anal intercourse. 

Several of the photographs of sexual activity involve young persons or young-looking 
females portraying young persons. The photographs, in combination with the title and 
references in the text to the participants’ youth, tend to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered but is overridden by the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 in this instance. 
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
